Prompt Work Extinguishes a Threatening 

Blaze—Loss About $5,000, 

Fire broke out in the big State street dry 
goods store known as “‘The Fair” shortly be- 
fore 2:30 o’clock this morning. The blaze 
started on the third floor about midway 
between State and Dearborn streets, and after 
doing but little damage was put out aftera 
second alarm was turned in. The blaze 
broke out in the géneral offices of the 
concern amongst some papers near the 
window. The flames leaped through the win- 
dows and lit up the streeé so that those who 
saw it thought the fire was a big one and had 
gained considerable headway. A Pinkerton 
watchman turned in an alarm. The apparent 
big blaze prompted the firemen to 
turn in a second alarm, but be- 
fore the extra engines arrived the fire was out. 

The clothing, cloak, and millinery depart- 
ments, adjoinjng the office, suffered consider- 
able damage. Some little damage was sus- 
tained by the crockery department on the 
two floors below. The greatest damage, 
however, will be the slight interruption to 
holiday trade. 


BERTHOLD INDIANS JOIN THE DANCERS. 


Agent Murphy Asks for Military Protection 
for the Setflers. 

Brsmanrcx, N. D., Dec, 21.—[Special.]—John 

S. Murphy, Indian agent at Fort Berthold, has 
asked for protection of troops, as the Berthold 
Indians, coaxed by the reflegades from Stand- 
ing Rock, have become affected with the Mes- 
siah craze and are into the ghost-dance to stay. 
These Indians have hitherto been the most 
peaceful in the Northwest.’ They are composed 
,of remnants of the Gros Ventres, Arickarees, 
and Mandans. Itis understood they are to order 
the whites to leave the reservations. The In- 
dians say they want the land for themselves 
and when in possession again will hold it 
against all comers. 
_ On the Little Missouri is located a band of. 
Mandans under the leadership of the famous 
Crow Flies High, which has never yielded 
obedience to the Government. They hold 
aloof from all intercourse with whites and 
will not draw subsistence from Uncle Sam. 
These are creating more apprehension among 
settlere than the Indians on the Berthold 
reservation.

half a day on their mission to the hostiles, and 
returned giving up their contract. Slow Bull 
came in and told Gen. Brooke that the hostiles 
would come in if granted full forgiveness and 
plenty of Chtistmas presents.

‘PENDLETON GETS EVEN. 


HE RUNS TO EARTH THE MEN WHO 
SOLD HIM A FRADULENT DIVORCE. 
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Fort Worth’s Ex-Mayor Will Prosecute 
Messrs. Campbell and Hughes, New York 
Lawyers, for Forgery — Starver Succi 
Gorges Himself—Mr. Davis, Locke’s 
Partner, Thinks the Missing ~- Manager 
Will Turn Up and ‘Make‘ta Settlement. 


New York, Dec. 21,—[Special.]—The vic- 
tim of one of the fraudulent divorce mills in 
this city has run to earth the proprietors of 
the mill. He is no less a person than William 
S. Pendleton, who, when he bought. his  di- 
vorece, was Mayor of Fort Worth, 
Tex. The men who sold him the divorce 
were W. Duryee Hughes. who says he is the 
brother-in-law of Landaulet Williams, once 
Attorney-General of the United States, whom 
Gen. Grant wanted to appoint Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, and 
Patrick H. Campbell, both attorneys practic- 
ing in this City. y 

It wasn’t many years ago that Hughes and 
Campbell were in partnership, and they oc- 
cupied a dingy little office at No. 322 Broad- 
way. It would appear that the Superior 
Court of Cook County, Illinois, ocecu- 
pied the dingy little office with them, 
or, if it did not, the men who did assumed the 
functions of the court, imprinted its seal with 
a counterfeited die, and forged the name of 
Clerk P, McGrath of that court to a certifi- 
cate appended to a document purporting 
to be a divorce, for which Hughes and 
Campbell received $265. The proof of the 

‘forgeries is unquestionable. The connection 
of Hughes with the procuring of the counter- 
feited seal is positive. As to Campbell’s com- 
plicity there is not such positive proof, 

The bogus divorce 1s dated Aug. 29, 1889, 
and bears a counterfeit seal of Cook County 
Divorce Court. Mr. Pendleton paid $265 for 
the document and one day last week demand- | 
ed its return from Campbell, who 
now has an office at No. 290 Broadway, 
but that gentleman told him Hughes was the 
man he would have to see. Hughes, he saad, 
was somewhere in Vermont, he could not ex- 
actly say where, but Mr. Hughes was found 
by Mr. Pendleton at Room 74 Pulitzer 
Building, and said he was willing to 
pay his fgir share of the money. He protested 
that he thought his correspondent in Chicago 
was’all right. The bogus seal of the court ,it 
is said, was made by the Nassau Print Works, 
60 Fulton street, this city.

Mayor Cregier’s veto of the natural gas 
ordinance which will be presented this even- 
ing will be a rather mild-mannered document. 
It will suggest some amendments against con- 
solidation of companies .and a new clause 
which will enable the city to purchase the 
plant at the end of twenty-five years at an ap- 
praised valuation. 

If the amendments suggested are radical 
they will not be adopted and it is intimated 
that even if adopted they would not be ac- 
ceptea. The promoters will not take the risk 
of bringing natural gas here under a squeezing 
ordinance, they say. If the Mayor persists 
in opposition, it is believed that there are 
enough men in the Council to pass the existing 
ordinance, slightly modified, over the Mayor’s 
veto. ‘ 

Ald» McEnerny’s Judiciary Committee 
failed Saturday to act on the Thirty-fifth 
Ward ordinance.

BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN WRECKED. 


Much Anxiety Felt for the Thanemore, 

Which Sailed from Baltimore Nov. 26. 

Bartmorg, Md., Dec, 21.—[Special. }—Con- 
siderable concern is felt here for the steam- 
ship Thanemore of the Johnston Line, which 
sailed Nov. 26 from this port for London. Its 
cargo comprised merchandise valued at $175,- 
527. The vessel has not been sighted or spoken 
since it left this side and the impression is 
that it has been wrecked. The Thanemore 
passed out the capes Nov. 27, about eight hours 
behind the Atlantic transport steamship Mary- 
land, which was caught in a terrific hurricane, 
lost its Captain and two seamen, and was 
nearly wrecked.

Utah to Mexico, has been con- 
summated in this city by Mr. B. C. 
Faurot, President of the Lima National 
sank, and John W. Young, elder son of Brig- 
ham Young, late Président of the Mormon 
Church. The deal comprises the sale of 3,000,- 
000 acres of land in the northern part of Mex- 
ico. Three years ago Mr. Faurot associated 
himself with several New York and Chicago 
capitalists, and obtained a valuable grant from 
the Mexican Government, including the above 
lands,in return for the construction of a railway 
which was to extend from Deming, N. M., to 
the Cashilabompa Bay on the Pacific coast. 
The Mexican Government, in connection with 
the above grant of land, made the offer of 
$200 to every family and $50 to every single 
man who would settle on this land. 

The restrictions of the United States Gov- 
ernment on the Mormons in Utah inthe last 
few years have been driving them out of their 
stronghold, and since the Gentiles -have ob- 
tained a footing in Salt Lake City the Mor- 
fieid: a ate.

A Reaper-Maker Denies the Report That 
Farmers Have Bought His Plant. 4 
Sprinerretp, Ill., Dec. 21.—[Special.j— 
William N. Whiteley, the inventor of reaping 
and mowing machinery, who controls over 200 
patents. on reaping machinery, and — 
built the great East Street Reaper Works 
this city, gave his views to the press 
afternoon on the subject of the newly organ- 
ized reaper combination. Mr. Whiteley first 
took occasion to emphatically deny the story 
that he had sold out his patents to the 
combination and engaged himself to work 
for it, as stated in Bradstreet’s 
In reply toa question as to the truth of the 
report that the Farmers’ Alliance is nego- 
tiating for his Ing plant for the purpose of 
using it to manufacture reapers and mowers 
to sell at cost to farmers, Mr. Whiteley said: 
‘It istrue that a number of State Granges, 
Farmers’ Institutes and Alliance meetings 
have denounced the reaper combine and 
resolved in favor of raising money and mak- 
ing their own reapers and mowers, still I 
hardly think the idea will be carried out. 
There have been no negotiations between my- 
self and the Farmers’ Alliance in regard to 
the East Street Reaper Works. The farmers 
have enough to do to look after their farms | 
without engaging in manufacturing reapers.” 
Mr. Whiteley further stated that the other 
manufacturers had not offered to buy his 
reaper plant. He has not gone into the com- 
bine, because his mammoth works are tied up 
with litigation owing to financial difficulties. 
Mr. Whiteley says he understands that the 
price of reaping machinery will not be raised. 
He calls attention to the fact that the Cana- 
dian firms cannot compete with American 
manufacturers, because duty on reapers is 35

| Checking Its Spread. 

A man employed in the Seipp brewery, 
south of the Iliinois Central property, was the 
first to discover the danger in that direction, 
and he saw that if the flames secured a start 
in the lumber the big brewery buildings would 
not be’ safe. He mounted a high malt-house 
and with a garden hose sprinkled the lumber- 
piles. The firemen went to his aid and soon 
averted the flames, after a pile or two. of lum- 
ber had been reduced to ashes. 

Lieut. Sullivan of engine company No. 25 
was caught under a pile of falling lumber and 
was dragged out badly bruised and suffering 
from a sprained ankle. , 

The buildings destroyed were erected in 
1852, and every timber in them was thorough- 
ly seasoned, They were unsightly affairs‘and 
have long threatened a dangerous fire in the 
neighborhood. The loss on them, including 
material and tools at a liberal estimate, is 
$12,000. In the finishing shop was one com- 
pination-coach, baggage and mail, just built, 
and eight old coaches which were being redec- 
orated, In the other shop were seven other 
‘coaches. These were all destroyed save the 

trucks and wheels which can be used again. 

Superintendent Snow, who was in charge of 
the shops, said the loss on the coaches would 
average about $3,000 each, bringing the total 
loss up to $60,000. A> construction car and 
several freight cars standing on side tracks 
were scorched, but the damage is slight. 

Of 800 men employed’ in the shops not over 
150 will suffer from lack of employment on 
account of the fire. An official of the com- 
pany said last night that there would be 
no delay in replacing the destroyed 
buildings with substantial structures, as a 
more advantageous site for the shops would 
be hard to find. 

The flames illumined the entire South Side, 
and on the avenues for many blocks the other 
hghts paied before their brilliancy.

Davis, Locke’s partner, said today: 

** T had little or nothing to do with the 
finances of the concern. At first I worked for 
Mr. Locke on a very large salary, and it was a 
little less than a year ago when I was taken 
into the firm. Iknew very little about the 
financial condition of the ‘Nero’ combina- 
tion. 

“When time enough has passed so that 
each day will not bring to light some 
new phase of Locke’s transactions, then I 
shall pull myself together and do the best I 
can. At present, every time I come to the 
city Iam approached by persons who serve 
new summonses and other legal paperson me.

Criticism of the Policy of Appointing Old 
Men for Post Chaplains, 

Wasatneaton, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—The 
request of Post-Chaplain W. J. Larkin*of Chicago 
for retirement.after only two years’ service has 
called forth considerable criticism among army 
officials against the policy’of appointing old men 
to these positions.

He hopes that this 
wildeat scheme will send him back to the 
Senate without the necessity of any exertion 
or expenditure on his part. Where another 
man would take his own money and buy a 
reélection from. the Legislature, as Pa- 
cific coast Senators, including those from 
Nevada, are said to do in most cases, Senator 


‘Stanford refuses to put his hands into his own 


pockets and wants the Government to foot the 
bill for his election expenses. For another 
six years’ term in the House of Lord« and the 
honor of being the Presidential candidate of 
the Farniers’ Alliance two years hence he is 
ready to bankrupt the country and sink its 
credit out of sight 1n the breakers of inflation. 
Happily Senator Stanford’s colleagues are not 
so fond of his company or 80 anxious to save 
him the necessity of spending any of his own 
money as to make it likely that they will as- 
sist'him in his plan to wreck the Nacional 
finances. 

In the whole specious, sophistical, mislead- 
ing address or electioneering document of 
Senator Stanford there was not one word as 
to the purchasing power of the shinplasters 
which he proposes to issue by the billion, nor 
one word as to their convertibility. But the 
former depends exclusively upon the latter. 
A piece of paper which can be converted at 
any time the holder pleases into a certgin 
specified quantity of something else will al- 
ways have a value. If convertible at will into 
sO many grains of gold or silver, s0| many 
pounds of bacon or tobacco, or bushels of 
wheat, or square feet of land, it will always 
find takers. But it will find more takers and 
be at par always if convertible into gold or 
silver, because these can be converted into ail 
other commodities under the sun. If con- 
vertible into fixed quantities of produce or 
land, its value will fluctuate with the activity 
of the demand for those articles and with 
their specie values. 

If this paper money is made’ convertible 
into gold, silver, or something else, one or 
two years hence, its value will be less than if 
convertible immediately. Ifthe date of con- 
vertibility depends on some future contingency 
—as in the case of Confederate money on the 
termination, in its favor, of the rebellion—or 


plasters have been issued in large quantities, 
they will have no value at all. 

The fiat money which Senator Stanford 
wants the Government to issue would have 
after ashort time no purchasing power, and 
hence no value, because the holder would be 
unable to find any one who would exchange 
anything for it. Being a legal tender, those 
who had loaned money or sold goods prior to 
its issue would have to take it in satisfaction 
of their claims, though it would be a 
swindle on them. Those land-owners who 
were first in the field and had the first whack 
at the “ fiat ’’ might be able to get rid of ‘it 
at a small discount to storekeepers or others 
who expected to pay it out in satisfaction of 
debts to some one else as soon as they got it. 
But as the quantity afloat increased the un- 
willingness of people to take it would grow. 
It would become a more difficult task to con- 
vert it into dry goods, groceries, or food. 
Finally it would lose it purchasing power en- 
tirely. Nobody would consent to receive it 
for wages or for goods, and no laws could be 
passed which would force men to do it. The 
condition of affairs would be just like that 
which prevailed at the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War, when the Continental currency 
had lost its power to buy labor, goads, or 
food. 

What business was done would be carried 
on on the barter plan. The farmer would give 
so many bushels of wheat or corn to the coun- 
try storekeeper for so many yards of cloth. 
The latter would not take “ fiat,’’ because 
those of whom he bought his goods would not 
take it from him. But when he had accumu- 
lated grain enough he could have it shipped to 
the East, or could have it converted into flour 
and have that sent East, to;the manufacturer 
or the importer. Nobody would touch “ fiat,” 
and gold and silver would have disappeared 
long before, driven out of circulation at the 
first appearance of the inconvertible paper. 

These would be the consequences of Senator 
Stanford’s scheme. The invariable experi- 
ence of the past proves that they would be 
such. Yet the Senator’s bill fixes no time or 
way for converting his fiat into gold, silver, 
or anything else, and its value is left to de- 
pend entirely on the willingness of people 
to take it—on the folly of the com- 
munity. He seems, therefore, to be 
unable to see any difference between “fiat” and 
coin—between promises to pay, the holder of 
which cannot convert them at his option into 
something which possesses a tangible value, 
and the precious metals which are exchange- 
able instantly for all commodities all over the 
world. 

Before~ Senator Stanford asks the Govern- 
thent to try his plan he ought to make a per- 
sonal test of it. He is said to be worth fifty 
million dollars, for he has been an industrious, 
hard-working man. Let him loan out to the 
California farmers those millions which he 
does not need on 2-per-cent mortgages. But, 
instead of requiring the ordinary mortgage 
security, let him receive from borrowers a lot 
of $1, $5, $10 I. O. U's, each being a hen on 


méhe borrower’s farm, but with no provision 
made for enforcing that lien immediately at 
the option of the holders of a sufficient quan- 
tity of these notes. Then let him try to put 
this stuff into circulation and see what pur- 
chasing power it would have and who would be 
willing to touch it, even when assured by the 
wealthy Senator from California that it was 
perfectly good. 

Why cannot Senator Stanford ‘sce that if 
“fiat” could do the wonderful, things he 
thinks it‘can it would have been employed

SHIELDING THE WKINLEY BILL FROM 


It pleasant to se6 the solicitude with 
which Maj. McKinley protects his tender 
young off , the McKinley bill, from ex- 
posure to t tough winds of argument and 
blows of He fears that in its 
present oe condition either of these —— 
prove disastrous to it. 

By the bill all goods imported prior - to the 
date of its going into effect must be taken out 
of bond by the ist of February or the higher 
duties will attach to them. This date was 
fixed on after it was seen how the importers 
were rushing in goods to get the benefit of the 
lower duties. Had not the rush been 80 great 
more time would have been allowed them. 
It was to punish them, and to force them to 
pay the duties speedily, that the period during 
which they could let the goods stay in bond 
was made go short. 

But circumstances have altered cases. There 
have been financial troubles since the passage 
of the law. There has been a stringent money 
market, and it is feared that the stringency 
will be increased if the seven millions of 
duties on the goods imported prior to Oct. 6 
have to be paid by Feb. 1 and that amount of 
money passes into the Treasury and out of 
circulation, Hence Maj. McKinley is per- 
fectly willing that the time for the payment of 
these duties shall be extended to the ist of 
July. That would not only avoid the locking 
up of 80 much money, but it would prevent 
the throwing of a mass of goods on a market 
which is not ready to absorb them. 

Maj. McKinley has submitted a resolution 
on the subject, but he will not call it up for 
consideration unless he can get unanimous 
consent for its passage. The Democrats are 
willing, beeause the legislation will help their 
friends, the New York importers. But there 
are several Republican Congressmen who 
after mature reflection have made up their 
minds that) the people are really dissatisfied 
with the higher duties of the McKinley bill, 
especially those which add to the cost of cloth- 
ing, and who if they get a chance will offer 


amendments to reduce those duties. The 


Democrats could not vote consistently against 
such amendments, and they might pass. Were 
this resolution to extend the period for taking 
goods out, of bond to come up, it would give 
these ‘ublicans whom the late election 
taught something a chance to get in their 
work, | 

Maj. McKinley knows this and he is not go- 


ing to take any risks. He will not call up his 


resolution. | Sooner a financial stringency and 
adepressed and overburdened market than 
the mutilation of his new-born bill. Not one 
of those features which the American people 
have condemned with one voice from the At- 
lantie to the Rocky Mountains must be 
touched.

For the same reason the resolution dclarlnn 
that the new law shall not be interpreted t» 
contravene any of the provisions of the treaty 
with Hawaii about the free admission of 
sugar, etc., will not be called up. Maj. Mc- 
Kinley will squelch it in the Heuse and 
Senator Sherman in the Senate. Were it 
under consideration some Western Re- 
publican might.move to amend it so that the 
duties on wool and woolens should be put 
back where they were and the urgent wishes 
of the people be carried out. That would 
neverdo. That would be an admission on the 
part of McKinley that the people were right 
and he was'wrong in their recent little diffi- 
culty. It would be an admission that the 
voters know more about their own business 
than the Committee on Ways and Means 
does. Better violate a treaty and do an in- 
justice than allow the bill to be ripped up. 


From present appearances it 1s unlikely that . 


anything on which a tariff amendment can be 
plastered will be allowed to come up at this 
session if the McKinleyites can help it. No 
Republican Congressman will be given a 
chance to amend the precious bill or say a 
hard word against it. That suits the Demo- 
crats perfectly.

There is nothing improbable in Michael 
Davitt’s assertion that the report that lime 
was thrown at Mr. Parneil in Ireland is un- 
true and that the whole story is a ‘‘dodge to 
evoke sympathy and divert péople’s minds 
from the real issue’”’—the necessity for Mr. 
Parnell’s retirement from the Irish leadership, 

Mr, Parnell’s whole policy since the O’Shea 
exposé hag been one of subterfuges and 
dodges. With unscrupulous audacity he has 
shirked and shuffled and doubled to protect 
himself from the responsibility of his own 
acts. When Mr. Gladstone in his letter, to 
Mr. Morley said that it would be useless for 
him to maintain the agitation for Irish home 
rule as long as Mr. Parnell retained the Irish 
leadership, Parnell issued a manifesto against 
“English dictat‘on,” and asked the Irish peo- 
ple not to throw him “‘to the English wolves.” 
Mr. Gladstone did not dictate. He only 
stated a fact—that the English people would 
not support him if he continued in alliance 
with Mr. Parnell. The Irish had to choose 
the alternative, then, of going on with their 
home-rule agitation with Mr. Parnell and 
without Mr. Gladstone, or continuing the ag- 
itation in alliance with Gladstone and with- 
out Mr. Parnell, They showed a disposition 
to adopt thé latter course.

THE GAMBLERS AND THE POLICE. 

A large number of gaming-houses are run- 
ning in this city. The police know where 
they are and know the men who manage them. 
For reasons best known to themselves, how- 
ever, they do not interfere with them. Seeing 


this, and not believing that there will. be a- 


change for the better, certain private citizens 
have decided to see what they can do to en- 
force the laws and to abate what is admitted 


generally to be a great evil. They have hired 


a private detective firm, have collected evi- 
dence, sworn out warrants, and begun making 
ewer 

A Democratic paper eyes these proceedings 
with distrust and disapproval, and says: 

There is in Chicago municipal machinery whose 
honesty and efficacy are above question. There 
are able detectives whose palms do not itch for 
the gambler’s wage, we have a Police Department 
which is beyond reproach and which has well 
earned the absolute confid of the people. 
Strengthen its hands to such an extent that it can 
cope with gambling without neglecting its more 
important task of protecting the city and the citi- 
zens and the work will be done by the depart- 
ment. 


It is not a pleasant thing to see the enforce- 


ment of laws passing into private hands. It. 


is not the business of private citizens to 
attend to matters hiah) they employ public 
officers to look after for the entire communi- 
ty. If the former are seen exercising the 
functions of the latter it is evidence that the 
loval government is out of joint. The exist- 
ence of a vigilance committee indicates that 
Judges and Sheriffs have failed to do their 
duty. The formation of a private association 
to suppress gambling proves that the police 
force is neglecting its duty. 

It is nonsense, therefore, to say that “ the 
Police Department is beyond reproach” or 
that ‘it has well earned the absolute con- 
fidence of the people.”’ The effort of private 
citizens to enforce the laws against gambling 
proves the contrary. Itisa vote of lack of 
confidence. The people believe that the po- 
lice force as it stands and with the laws as 
they are is able “‘to cope with gambling” 
without neglecting more important matters. 
They saw gambling suppressed utterly dur- 
ing the two years’ administration of Mayor 
Roche. The police force was smaller then than 
now; the laws are the same. They are unable 
to see why that which was done in 1888 so 
easily cannot be done in 1890. 

yAn apologist for the police force will say 
that “‘it must not neglect the more important 
task of protecting the city‘and the citizens” 
for the purpose of serving warrants in 
gambling-house cases. That is as much as to 
ay: “‘Appoint a few hundred more police- 
men, thus making places with which Alder- 
men can reward their friends, and it may be 
possible to get the services of a few men occa- 
sionally to serve some warrants.”’ But the 
patrolmen do not seem to be attending just 
now to the protection of the aity and citizens. 
There is at this moment what is called an 
“epidemic of crime’’—of unchecked and un- 
punished crime. Houses and safes are plun- 
dered. Men and women are knocked down 
and robbed daily. The citizen must protect 
his own life and property if he cares to have 
them protected. . 

What are the patrdlinen doing? Most of 
them are attending faithfully to their business, 
trying to. prevent crime and to arrest crim- 
inals. Others are amusing themselves by 
breaking into private houses, pounding the in- 
nocent inmates, and dragging them off to a 
lock-up, - Others: are shooting their fellow- 
officers. Others are getting drunk, are lying 
around the saloons, and are not doing one 
day’s’ work in four. Instead of appointing 
more policemen it might be well to weed out 
the bad ones now on the force and put good 
Then something could 
be done in the way of protecting the city and 
its citizens, 

Nor, did the Mayor; so choose, would it be 
necessary to detail mote than a solitary officer 
© look after gam ing-houses. If the Mayor 
were to tell the gamblers tomorrow to shut up 
and were sincere in, his ‘orders they would 
close instanter, as they did when. Mayor Roche 
sent asimilar message to them. Gambling 
goes on not because the police force is too 
small, but because the head of the City Gov- 
ernment will not stop it. If t were 10,000 
men on the force gambling would flourish 
just as luxuriantly as if does now unless’ the 
Mayor changed his policy. If there were but 
a hundred policemen gambling could be sup- 
pressed at once by the mere mandate of the 
Mayor. the 


PUNIC FAITH AMONG RAILROADS. 
According to an admission at the meeting 
of Western railroad Presidents not one of 
their number is fit to be trusted in his official 
capacity. As private gentlemen their busi- 
ness conduct is above reproach, but when it 


comes to the handling of affairs for the great 


public, and doing so in competition with each 
other, the untrustworthy side of human nat- 
ure comes to the surface. And the charge 
does not lack ample foundation. The Presi- 
dents of leading roads and their subordinates 
have proved over and over, thousands . of 
tithes, that they do not recognize the others 
as fit subjects for thé confidence which one 
honorable man will repose in another whom 
he believes to belong to the same class. 
In business relations they stand self- 
confessed as a scaly, slippery set. 

The stockholders. distrust them, too, and 
some of the latter have gone so far as to pro- 
pose to take from their hands no small part of 
thé responsibility—namely: that of fixing and 
maintaining rates. The weak point in that 
scheme is the idea that the power to do thj 
shall ‘be conferred upon men chosen by 
Presidents themselves, which is tantamount 
to the reindorsement ofa long since exploded 
idea that the stream can tise higher than its 
source. All are unanimous, however, on one 
proposition, that the actual rates of the past 
have not paid satisfaetory dividends, while 
there may be some disagreement as to whether 
or not the theoretical tariff scale would have 
beer sufficient if lived up to. But the balance 
of testimony favors the charge that rates have 
been needlessly and suicidally eat in the inter- 
est of a few big patrons. 

These views are substantially entertained 
by the farmers in several of the ‘Western 
States, though they look at the question from 
a widely different standpoint; The Alliance 


men hold that the Presidents cannot be 


trustéd, that the dividends paid to innumera- 
ble parasites on most of the linés and to the 
stockholders of some .of).them are not satis- 
factory to the public, and that rates have 
been unnecessarily cut for a few men while 


the many were discriminated against by being 


made to pay full tariff figures. The Alliance 


‘people have a theory peculiar to themselves, 


which is that the roads should be forced to do 
business for all at the lowest rates they have 
voluntarily fixed on as sufficient to pay for the 
services rendered to some, and they seem de. 
termined to insist on that to the discomfiture 


are failures in thelt official capacities, 
iedidn servants, the shiiipiaans who) tate 
ploy them, and the business public which is 
supposed to be served by both all agree that 
the said Presidents have been weighed in the 
balances and found wanting. The question 
now is whetherthey will accept this unanimous 
verdict and step down and out or persist in: 
hanging on where by their own confession 
they have notoriously neglected their duty. 
Probably not. Like the deacon in church 
they may be willing to admit they are misera- 
ble sinners, but that fact does not carry with 
it a pledge of reform, still less of restitu- 
tion to those who .have suffered from 


their misdeeds. Their employers may take. 


the lenient view of the case that 
it is none of their business to interfere in be- 
half of the public, which has been the greatest 
loser, and that their own interests might not 


be advanced by the substitution ofa new set 


of sinners for the old ones. Possibly this mer- 
ciful construction of the case will not be 
shared by the farmer element, which may 
feel it aduty to be cruel if only to be kind. 
‘The Alliance people may not make it an ulti- 
matum that the now acting Presidents be dis- 


‘missed, but they will urge all the more point- 


edly the necessity of a radical change, and 
probably will refuse to accept any promises 
of better conduct by men who have so badly 
deluded them in the past. The Presidents are 
in a bad box, and it will be curious to see how 
they will make the best of the situation in the 
interests of f themselves and their friends. 


THE STRUGGLE OF THE LOUISIANA LOT- 
TERY GANG. 

The anti-lottery league of Louisiana is mak- 

ing a gallant fight with the Morris gang of 

gamblers in New Orleans. It will be remem- 


bered that this gang bought and bulldozed a) 


constitutional amendment through the Legis- 
lature renewing its charter. The Governor of 


the State vetoed it, accompanying his veto 


with a message of a trenchant character which 
was commended all over the country. It was 
passed over his veto in the House, but failed 
in the other branch, owing to the death of a 
member. The gang then set up ‘the plea that 
the Governor could not veto a constitutional 
amendment, and demanded proclamation of it 
by the Secretary of State. The latter stood 


by the Governor in the contest and refused to | 
publish it. In this emergency, for publica- 


tion is an essential condition of submitting the 


. amendment to popular vote, the gang ap- 


plied to the District Court at Baton Rouge 
for a mandamus compelling the Secretary 


‘to ‘promulgate by due publication the 


proposed amendment. The Judge has 
ordered the writ, making it returnable 
the 23d inst., when the matter will 
be heard. As the lottery gang controls 
the lower courts there is little doubt what the 
decision will be, but the anti-lottery league 
will not stop there. It will take the case to 
the Supreme Court. Of course, the principal 
point at issue will be whether a constitutional 
amendment must of necessity be approved by 
the Governor, and whether his veto, after it 
has received the necessary two-thirds vote, 

can cause its defeat. 

It is to be hoped that the final decision will 
be adverse to the gang. If it be such, it will 
be its death-blow; but if it be in its favor, it 
will continue the fight with all the honest and 
reputable people of that State and of the 
country for the right to swindle and defraud 
the public, and it will devise every means that 
its diabolical cunning can suggest to evade 
the provisions of the National Anti-Lottery 
law. It may yet come to the pass, if it can be 
done legally, that these sharks may have to be 
suppressed by an amendment to the National 
Constitution.

Rochelle (Ill.) Herald: The political feeling 
seems to be in favor of the renomination of 
Grover Cleveland, so far as"Democratic sentiment 
is heard, and on the part of the Republicans the 
sentiment is equally as pronounced in favor of 
James G. Blaine for the next candidate for Presi- 
dent..

New York Evening Post: We have had nearly 
three months of McKinleyism, and what have we 
witnessed?

That 
it has curtailed sales and shortened trade every 
merchant's ledger will show.*

WOMEN TEACHERS IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Address by President W. H. Dyrenfurth Be- 


fore the Personal Rights League. 
President W. H, Dyrenfurth of the Personal 


Rights League delivered an address at the . 


North Side Turner-Hall last evening upon the 
subject: 

“Do the ladies employed as teachers in our 
public schools make good teachers?’

BUSINESS. _ 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The net result of last week showed some prog- 
ress toward regaining confidence. Each day 
brought a list of more of less important failures, 
as to the significance of which the public mind 
did not always discriminate. It is too easily for- 
gotten that failures are as much an incident of 
the closing weeks of a year as a crowd of shoppers 
is incident to the holidays, At this season there 
are always many failures to record, and there are 
always likely to be. In point of number the fail- 
ures for the whole year wil! be rather below the 
average of recent years, and much below last 
year. The failures of the last three or four weeks 
are considerably less than for the corresponding 
period of 1889, but the aggregate amount in- 
volved is larger. If the record is studied properly, 
however, there will be found little that is alarm- 
ing and much that is even reassuring. 

The bank clearings of the country and of Chi- 
cago show a marked falling off for the week. 
This happens to be acase when a falling off in 
bank clearings is a favorable point in the situa- 
tion. During such a period of financial stress as 
we have been going through aggregate clearings 
could only be kept up to the point set by the ex- 
treme activity of the preceding weeks because of 
an unhealthy activity in directions influenced by 
fears of a panic. The aggregate clearings have 
shown a falling off in about the proportion that 
might be expected to result from the hampering 
of general business that the stringent money situ- 
ation has entailed, and the fact that clearings 
have not been increased from that point by any 
panicky activity is a good sign. 

The week brought forth the Sr taeiatenbete for the 
agreement of éstern railroad managements 
from which so mach has been looked for. The re- 
sult was lower prices in the stock market, occa- 
sioned both by disappointment at the character 
of the agreement and bythe rush toseill on a 
market which it was hoped would be favorably 
affected by the agreement. The new agreement 
is not yet fully enough developed to give accurate 
indications of its possibilities inthe way of check- 
ing the demoralization ih Western railway affairs 
and averting the bankruptcy which some people 
think is straight before some of. these properties. 
The plan has still to be elaborated and adopted 
by the various Boards of Directors. Its success 
then largely depends on the maintenance of good 
faith by the various roads, and that is a founda- 
tion“ghich has proved fatally defective to former 
agreements. The roads were never before faced 
by such an extreme necessity for a reorganization 
of methods and management, however, and the 
extremities toward which their compiications are 
approaching may prové their salvation, but the 
prospect is not bright. 

The conditions of the properties represented on 
the stock list of the local exchange make a cheer 
ful contrast to the railway properties that are 
represented in the bulk of the transactions in 
Wall street. There has been a decided decline in 
values on the local exchange, it is true, but no 
part of it has been due to unfavorable develop- 
ments regarding the properties on which the se- 
curities are .based, There has not been a single 
report of ‘decreased earnings, while a number of 
properties show handsome and steady increases. 
There has been no case of passed or scaled divi- 
dends; no instance of defaulted bond interest. 
All the industrials are reporting earnings fully up 
to the glowing promises of the prospectuses, and 
dividends are being paid ona liberal scale. The 
ee Stock Exchange list is strong in intrinsic 
values. 

A commercial agency in its report of trade is- 
sued from New York says that epomplaints of siow 
collections have rarely been more general, and in, 
many cases settlements can be made only with 
notes or renewals. It is possible ghat such a 
characterization of the situation may be true in 
the East, but it most emphatically is not true of 
Chicago and the West. Tlie reports of Chicago 
merchants indicate that collections were never 
better in the history of the trade. The almost 
universal reply of merchants is that business is 
still unusually active and collections entirely 
satisfactory. The position of the merchants at 
the banks fully bears out that. Bankers say that’ 
merchants are asking for few renewals, and that 
they are promptly paying maturing obligations. 
Frequent cases are cited where merchants early 
in the season made arrangements for loans at this 
time but now find that collections have been so 
good that tneir anticipated needs are fully sup 
plied without recourse to the banks. 

Business in the local iron trade has materially 
fallen off. There are few lines in which the volume 
of trade compares favorably with that for Novem- 
ber. There is little if any open cutting of prices, 
but buyers with cash are finding that the market 
responds to their efforts to secure shaded rates. 
The diminished consumption makes lower prices 
seem probable. 

The anthracite coal trade grows more demor- 
alized, The output is larger than even a severe 
winter would'consume. The output this year has 
been greater than it was last year. The agree- 
ments to restrict production do not seem.to re- 
strict, and there are thréats now of a bitter fight.
